Congress increased the 


expenditures largely in the face of fall- 
ing revenues and made no practicable 
attempt to increase the revenues, as it 
could easily have done by an increase 
of a dollar a barrel on beer and a small 
tax on tea and coffee. 
It is difficult to 


see how the revenues can be increased 
by the new congress without resort to 
these sources of taxation. 
To be sure 


the McKinleyites talk of increased 
duties for the sake of protection and 
revenue, but protection and revenue 
don't run together. 
Protection cuts 


down imports and decreases revenue.
